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NCAA Championships 
Laz and Davis Better Meet Records

Seattle, June 16— Under the hot sun in Washington 
Stadium, 9500 spectators saw smiling Jack Davis and grim Don 
Laz revise the record books while Southern California's ma- 
roon shirted horde was winning the fastest meet in NCAA 
history. 

Laz, the blond vaulting sylist from Illinois, swung 
his tall body over the bar at 14' 9 3/4" to erase Bill Sef- 
ton's 14-year-old record, and Davis, USC's sophomore ree 
placement for Dick Attlesey, cut a fifth of a second off the 
high hurdle mark with a sizzling 13.7. 

In no other NCAA meet have winning marks been so 
outstanding. In addition to the two record performances, 
four other marks made in this meet have been bettered only 
once before, two only twice before, and another only 3 times 

George Rhoden, the long-striding Jamaican from Mor- 
gan State, was the meet's only double winner. Rhoden, the 
world's record holder at 400 meters, ran away with the 440 
in 46.5 and came back to take the 220 in 20.7. 

Rhoden's victories ruined doubles for two other 
athletes. Arthur Bragg, the American 100 meter champion and 
Morgan State sophomore, won the 100 in 9.6 but finished sec~ 
ond to Rhoden in the 220. Cornell's Charley Moore, the Am- 
erican 400 meter hurdle champion, finished second to Rhoden 
in the 440 and then won the low hurdles in a fast 22.7. 

Tied for fourth in high point honors were Davis and 
Cornell's Meredith Gourdine, each scoring 16 points. George 
Brown of UCLA and Darrow Hooper of Texas AKM scored 12 pts. 

USC scored 56 points in winning their 15th title — 
exactly half of the 30 meets which have been contested. 
Cornell came through brilliantly for second with 40 points, 
54 of them by Moore and Gourdine. Morgan State (Rhoden and 
Bragg, Inc.) scored 38, while Occidental's 24 points beat 
out Michigan State for fourth by one point. 

MILE- Orange shirted Bob McMillen, starting from 
lane one, set a fast pace as expected. At the quarter, he 
led in 60.8, three yards ahead of green-shirted Warren 
Druetzler, with Tennessee soph Frank Albertson, third. 
Druetzler, a veteran of two years running in Sweden, confi- 
dently let McMillen go away to an eight yard lead in 2:03.8. 
Druetzler had previously said he would not foliow McMillen's 
pace, which he considered too fast. He said later, "I could 
tell I was right after a little running. It was my day." 

He passed the half in 2:05, holding "position" ahead of 
Parnell and McGuire, with Len Truex caught far back in the 
ruck, McMillen, as game as they come, pulled away to a 12 
yard lead at the three quarters in 3:06.4. Then Druetzler, 
crossing the line in 3:08 just ahead of McGuire and Parnell, 
began to cut down the lead with long strides. He caught the 
Olympic steeplechaser with 200 yards to go and McMillen was 
unable to offer a fight. Into the stretch, Bill Parnell, a

AAU Championships 
Golliday, Dreyer in Record Wins

Berkeley, June 23--sost of the nation's track stars lin- 
ed un, a8 usual,ior the competition in the newly dubbed Amer-~ 
4cen Ghampionships (AAU meet) but when the fireworks were ov- 
er 4t was a virtual unimown who had stolen the show, 

He was young Jim Golliday, a powerfully built Northwes- 
tern University freshman who had a hand in one of the two re- 
cord verformances of the day, tying the oft set 100 meter 
mark of 10.3. The other record was in the seldom seen and 
strictly American event, the 56 pound weight, in which veter- 
an Henry Dreyer established a new meet mark of 41-6 3/4, 

But while Dreyer's record was established on an adtoin- 
ing field before only a handful of spectators, Golliday's im~ 
pressive win was in full view of nearly 15,000 track fans, one 
of the largest crowds in AAU history. In winning from Bob 
Work by a zood four feet Golliday defeated both Art Bragg, the 
defending champ, and Andy Stanfield, the fastest man in the 
’ when his legs are sound, 
pict Golliday's avset victory was not the most shocking 
of the meet. Upset honors went to farry O'Brien, the South- 
ern California soph with the dyed hair, who handed Jim Fuchs 
his first defeat in 89 starts, A surprised loser himself only 
the week before in the NCAA, O'Brien got off the best toss of 
his short career--55-94--to send another defending champion 

without a gold medal. ’ 
ie Many sood i wore turned in, particularly in the five 
throwing events, The winning efforts in the throws all rank- 
ed within the first three of all times in AAU competition, as 
did five more mrks on the 21 event program, 

Nine defenders came through, The were George Rhoden 
with an impressive, near record 4€,0 for 400mj Mal Whitfield, 
suvposedly not in shane but whipning a fine 800m field (1:52, 
9); Fred Wilt with a good 5000m (14!47,5); Dick Attlesey and 
Charley Moore in fast 110 (13.8) and 400 (51,4) meter hurdles; 
Bob Richards with a meifocre vault (14-4); Gay Bryan with a 
noor hon=-step-fump (46-114); Sam Felton, having an excellent 
hammer toss (184-2 3/4); and Henry Laskau with a record anp- 
roaching 3000m walk (13213.2), 

It was the fourth straight championship for Bryan, bas- 
kau and Richards, and the third in a row for Rhoden, Whitfield, 
Wilt, Moore and Feiton, ' 

The new titlists, in addition to Golliday, Dreyer and 9 
Brien, were: Ji Ford, 200m (20,8); Len Truex, 1500m (3%52,0) ; 
Horace Ashenfelter, 3000m steeplechase (9%24,5); Curt Stone,

Richards Scores Fourth Best Ever

Santa Barbara, Calif, July 4--Bob Richards tuned in 
the greatest second day score in history to compile one of 
the best two day totals ever in winninc the National AAU de- 


Competing fiercely, the LaVerne parson rolled u, 78354 
points, the fourth highest scare in history.

Richards’ great finish widened a gan of 473 points be-

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Canadian Olympian and the British Empire champion, actually 
edged ahead of McMillen, but the game Oxy runner fought back 


and had two feet to spare at the finish. Druetzler's 4:08.8 
was the second fastest NCAA mile ever run, as were most of 
the place times in this great race. USC's Jim Newcomb (suc- 
cessor to Pearman), dropped out after 24 laps, "to save my- 
self for the 2-mile". Last laps were 60.8 for Druetzler, 
63.1 for McMillen, 61.2 for Parnell, and 65.2 for McGuire. 

440- Jim Lavery, a piace-winner last year, failed 
to qualify, although he ran 47.9 in his heat. After four 
false starts in the final, they got off fast with USC's 
flashy blond John Bradley leading the way. Rhoden, ranked 
No. 1 in the world last year, caught Bradley at 150 yards 
and was a yard ahead at the 220 in 22 flat. The 1949 champ, 
Charley Moore, was caught in the pack around the turn, but 
ran away from all but Rhoden in the stretch. Rhoden's 46.5 
is the second fastest ever recorded in the NCAA. Eddie Mac- 
on, suffering from a muscle cramp, closed in the stretch to 
finish in a virtual dead heat with Sam LaBeach, inches be- 
hind Cirilo McSween, the Big Ten champ. For LaBeach, it was 
the third time he has made the NCAA final only to finish out 
of the money. 

SHOT PUT- Parry O'Brien, USC's henna-haired sopho- 
more who had never lost in a college meet, was out to beat 
Darrow Hooper who had said, weeks before, "I think I can 
beat O'Brien". But the baby-faced Trojan tried too hard. 
After a creditable 53'4" preliminary toss, he fouled on puts 
of 54 to 55 feet and wound up in second place at the end of 
his trial throws. In the finals, only the two Trojans could 
improve. Jess Swope, place-winner two years ago, moved from 
sixth at 50'3 1/8", to fourth place. O'Brien came up to his 
last put in second place, and it was a dramatic moment. 
Pointing at the sky, he shoved across the circle and let fly 
To the close observer, he was near Hooper's mark. Tensely, 
O'Brien stood in the circle, watching them measure. For a 
full minute he watched, then he turned and shook hands with 
the tall, well-built Hooper. He had lost by one inch. Bob 
Carey again proved a great competitor, throwing his best 
ever. Bob Mathias hit 50'4 5/8" on his first put and all 
except his last would have landed on a small handkerchief. 

100- Starter Steve Anderson fired a consistently 
fast gun and the runners knew it. After the heats, where 
the main casualties were Big Ten champ Jesse Thomas and 
UCLA's injured Rod Richard, the sprinters started their 
guessing game. The first time they were set, Merv Brock led 
the break. Next it was Jim Ford. The third time it was 
Thane Baker and Art Bragg. The fourth time they kept going, 
with sophomore Bragg an easy winner in 9.6, four feet ahead 
of Drake's Negro soph sensation, Jim Ford. UCLA's blond Bob 
Work was a bare six inches behind Ford and four feet ahead 
of fourth place. (See summaries for distances behind, 
gleaned from official pictures.) Andy Stanfield, whose in- 
jured leg almost eliminated him from the trials, withdrew.) 

JAVELIN- This was great competition. The seven 
qualifiers were bunched from Missfeldt's 211'3 3/4" down to 
Holley's 206', In the final, Larry Goins fouled on a throw 
of around 215', Then John White took the lead at 212'103". 
Then, on his last attempt, to the delight of the crowd of 
partisan northwesterners, Missfeldt got off his winning 
throw, a good 219' 4 3/4", 

HIGH HURDLES~- USC's freckled, smiling Jack Davis 
tried one break, then got off to a one-foot lead. He 
barely led teammate Art Barnard to the eighth hurdle, with 
Alabama Poly's great sophomore, Jack De Medicis, a close 
third, Barnard hit the eighth hurdle which was made un- 
fairly heavy with a 2"x3" board across the top. He did well 
to stay in the race. Taylor and McNulty hit those hurdles 
and failed to finish. Davis won by three yards over De Med- 
{cis, with Barnard a yard farther back. Each of the first 
five men ran much faster ithan ever before (considering 
Barnard's speed up to the eighth hurdle). Later, the start- 
er said they had a rolling start and Davis' record 13.7 
would not be approved. Davis was amazed. He said, "I 
didn't get a rolling start. I was rocking back at the gun." 

BROAD JUMP- George Brown and Meredith Gourdine 
both fell off more than a foot in a pit where the record 
jump is only 24'9". Only USC's frank Flores came through 
with an improvement in that pit, jumping 23'10", best of 
his career, Only Brown could improve on his preliminary 
jump of 24'3k". Asked about the poor jumping, Brown said, 

It was a good pit, except the board is too hard. I was too 
nervous the first day, and just didn't have it today." 

880- Stacey Siders, Illinois soph, led from the 
start in a closely bunched mob fight, passing the 220 in 
24.5 and the 440 in 52.8. Olympian Clem Eischen passed 
Siders in the third 220 and John Barnes broke loose from the 
pack of elbows and went after him. Eischen passed the 660 
in a fast 1:2].5. Siders was still third, but fading. Ar- 
ound the last turn it was a two-man race, but in the stretch 





«year-old Barnes pulled away to win handily. The surpris. 
eye Lepard was nipped at the finish by NYU's little 
Negro battler, Larry Ellis. Two yards back, fast closing 
Jack Hutchins, a Canadian Olympian, edged out Joe Deady by 
six inches. The official watches showed 1:50.7, 1:50.8, 
and 1:51.0, with the fastest time called official. 

HIGH JUMP- Four jumpers cleared 6'6" on their 
first attempts. First over was Lew Hall, a Florida sopho- 
more who uses a floating belly roll. Then came Herm Wyatt, 
the smooth Negro western roller from San Jose. Third over 
was George Widenfeldt, the veteran Swede from Washington, 
using a reverse scissors. Then Barney Dyer, a Utah blond, 
straddled over. Fifth man to clear, on his second jump, 
was the 6'8" Texas basketball star, Walt Davis, using an as 
yet unnamed style best described as a broad jump on his 
side. Davis had spent the night waiting in an airport and 
did not arrive until after his event had started. Hall, a 
colorful sunburned tow-head in a red-white-and-blue track 
suit, hit the bar at 6'7" but it stayed on, and he was the 
1951 champion. But he was only getting warmed up. With 
head judge Les Steers leaping into the air with him, Hall, 

a 6'15", 184-pounder, rapidly cleared 6'8" and 6'9" to post 
the second best mark in the meet's history, and become the 
eleventh man ever to clear that height. Then he calmly had 
the bar raised to 6'113". He failed to come close twice, 
but on the third jump he was in the pit looking up while the 
bar bounced up and down and one end finally fell off. 

Steers clapped both hands to the top of his head as he wat- 
ched. Hall said, "My shin splints are killing me". 

220- George Rhoden, who ran 21 flat for 200 meters 
around a turn last year, was overlooked by pre-meet dope- 
sters because he was not expected to enter this event. But 
after his easy 21.3 heat, the 23-year-old Jamaican was a 
solid favorite to win. Running with a long, stretching 
stride wrich makes him look as if he is leaning backwards, 
Rhoden won by a full yard over Bragg. Walt McKibben, fourth 
last year, again finished powerfully to beat Thane Baker by 
s foot for third. George Brown was a yard and a half be- 
hind McKibben and a yard ahead of Iowa's Gary Scott. Ollie 
Matson, the former boy wonder who prefers football, finished 
five feet behind Scott but was given sixth place until the 
officials viewed the movies. Jim Ford withdrew. 

DISCUS- This was settled in the prelims. First, 
Bob Mathias, a tremendous competitor, reached his personal 
best with a 164'93" throw. But Jim Dillion, another great 
sophomore, spun his long arms like a helicopter blade and 
sent the flying saucer out 167'5 3/4" for his own best-ever 
throw. In the finals, Duane Taylor improved from 155'53", 
and Darrow Hooper came from seventh at 153'10" to fifth. 

Bob Jones, a consistent 153-footer all year with many 
practice throws over 165', fouled three times and could 
reach only 138'. 

2-MILE- Jim Brown led the pack through a 65.5 440 
and then Don McEwen took over. Running with a longer stride 
this year and looking less invincible, McEwen led the rest 
of the way. With Herb Semper on his heels, closely followed 
by little Charles Capozzoli and Brown, McEwen clocked times 
of 2:14.1, 3:23.2, and 4:32.5. Then he picked up the pace 
to 5:39.8 and Brown cracked, dropping back 12 yards. He 
said his feet split and were hurting him. Jim Newcomb was 
movhg up fast and was fifth in 5:46.8. After another lap, 
even faster, McEwen was fifteen yards ahead of Semper and 
Capozzoli in 6:46.4. Brown was still fourth in 6:55.3, but 
Newcomb had quit trying. At seven laps, McEwen was all 
alone in 7:54.4. Capozzoli pulled even with Semper in 7:59, 
but the red-headed NCAA cross country champion held on and 
they put on such a fight that they ran up almost on McEwen's 
heels in the home stretch. Capozzoli outsprinted Semper for 
second in 9:04.5, fastest time ever made by an American 
sophomore, Like the mile, this was easily the fastest field 
in NCAA history. Bob McMillen trailed for six laps. 

POLE VAULT- With Don Cooper injured, this was to 
be all Don Laz. But Lazhad a poor record in national meets 
and he looked anything but a 15-footer at 13'6" and 14'. He 
was in pain from stomach cramps and misse¢c his first vault 
at 14', But two-time winner Bobby Smith continued a dis- 
astrous year by missing at 14'. USC's come-through boy, 
Jack Rowan, cleared 14' on his first jump but injured his 
foot and withdrew. Florida's Leroy Poucher, over 14' on his 
third vault, was suffering from a shoulder separation, USC's 
Walt Jensen, clearing 14' on his first try, complained about 
his ankle, and San Jose's George Mattos, over 14' on his 3d 
attempt, has been off all year. So Laz found himself the 
winner at 14'3", Abruptly his cramps disappeared, he said, 
"I'm warmed up now", and he looked like a truly great vault- 
er clearing 14'6" and 14'9 3/4", The crowd waited patiently 
long after the rest of the’ meet was finished, while Laz 
rested, retaped his pole, and walked back and forth, but he 
missed three times at 15 feet, the last by a wide margin. 

LOW HURDLES- Speedy Jesse Thomas led by two yards 
half way through the race, but he faded to fourth, while 
Moore closed with a tremendous burst of speed to beat Gour- 
dine by a foot. Davis, who had had trouble overstriding all 
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year, ran his fastest race but was still four feet back. 
Don Brooks, completely off form, finished three yards back 
of sixth place and a yard ahead of Barnard. ;

Morgan State Scores in AAU Relays 


by John Marshall Boone 
Baltimore, June 10— Morgan State College success- 
fully defended one of its two relay titles, the 400 meters, | 
and lost the other one, the 1600 meters, by fractions of an 
inch at Hughes Stadium in the Relay championships of America 
For the sake of che record, conditions were the most atro- 
cious ever seen in 25 years of track and field experience. 
Baltimore had over 3$ inches of rain in 17 hours, and all 
events were conducted in a continuous downpour. Sometimes, 
it was raining so hard you could not see 50 feet. The Mor- 
gan State track is one of the fastest in the country and has 
excellent drainage, and the times achieved are due to this 
fact and, of course, the excellency of the competitors. 

The 400 meter foursome of Lance Thompson, Byron La- 
Beach, George Rhoden, and Arthur Bragg triumphed by a yard 
over the NYPC in the good time of 41.8. Rhoden, running the 
third leg, opened up a yard lead on Jim Ryan of the NYPC, 
and Bragg held this against the efforts of Fred Guy. The 
closest finish of the day was saved for the 1600m relay, 
where Rhoden picked up nine yards on Herb McKenley of the 
Grand Street Boys Club and just missed his fellow Jamaican 
by a fraction, of an inch at the wire. The final anchor leg, 
in the opinion of experienced observers, was one of the best 
ever run. Rhoden ran his final leg in 45.5 and McKenley did 
his in 46.7. 

The NYAC experienced no difficulty in defending its 
2900m medley relay. Charles Moore, Cornell star, gave them 
a 5 yard lead on his 400m leg, doing 48.8. Henry Thresher, 
Mercersburg Academy flash, stretched the lead to 8 yards, 
running his 200m leg in 21.9. Robert Mealey, another Corn- 
ell star, moved the advantage to 20 yards, running his 800m 
leg in 1:55.9, and then Fred Wilt added 40 more yards to 
finish well ahead of Larry Ellis of the NYPC. Wilt stepped 
off 1500 meters in 3:55.9. 

The winning time of 7:02.2 was only 1.2 seconds 
above the record for the distance, a most amazing perform- 
ance considering the rain and the condition of the track. 

The condition of Jim Fuchs’ hand, after being stung 
by a hornet, was so bad that it caused considerable concern 
to Dr. Ralph G. Hills, eminent physician from the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital, who was the chielf field judge. Dr. Hills 
was on the Olympic team 1920 and 1924 and was the IC4A shot 
put champion for the years 1923 and 1925. Incidentally, the 
so-called 16 pound iron shot weighed 17 pounds 2 ounces, and 
Fuchs! performance of 54'6 1/8" in the driving rain was an 
amazing distance considering the conditions.

John Savidge, Britain's best shotputter, continues to 
improve. Following his recent 52'6"1/2 (which however could 
not count as a record because the shot was actually 6 ounces 
light) he was credited with a very fine 54'5" put on June 2 
in the Nottinghamshire County Championships at Rainworth, - 
fifth best ever by a non-American shotputter. Savidge, a 
26-year-old Physical Training Instructor in the British 
Royal Marines, weighs 232 lbs. and his height is exactly the 
same as the British highjump record - 6'7"1/2 ! 

Two other Europeans bettered 16 mtrs. (52'5"7/8), namely 
the continental champion Gunnar Huseby of Iceland and Otto 
Grigalka of USSR, with 53'5"3/4 and 52'6"3/8 respectively, 
while the European record holder, Heino Lipp of USSR, was 
barely a fraction of an inch short of that mark. : 

Tn the discus throw Consolini showed Olympic form with 
a 179'7"1/2 throw on May 25. This was an exhibition in the 
course of an interscholastic meet at Como, Northern Italy. 
Adolfo did 175'5"1/8 in competition though, namely at Tren- 
to on June 2..His arch rival Tosi could do no better than 
168' "1/2 in the first round of the Italian Inter-club 
championships. Josef Hipp of Germany, regarded by many as 
a future 170 man, did 159'10"1/2 at Feuerbach near Stutt- 
gart on May 20. 

The strongest field of hammer throwers Europe has 
ever had is now at work. After a sloppy start Taddia of 
Italy is again drawing close, as his latest mark (176'10" 
on June 2) indicates. Germany's veterans are as good as 
ever. The most interesting mark in this event is no doubt 
Zerjal's 175'11"3/4. The Yugoslav has been one of Europe's 
leading discus throwers in recent years, but he promises 
+o become an even greater hammer thrower. His countryman 
Ivan Gubijan, who placed second in the London Olympics, 
seems to be back in stride after his bad 1950 season. 

Viktor Tsibulenko of USSR, who bettered 240 feet late 
last year in a local meet in Rumania, reached a distance 
of 230'6"7/8 in the triangular meet Moscow-Leningrad- 
Ukrainie. In Scandinavia Soini Nikkinen and Otto Bengts- 
son have done even better, but they. were known as incon- 
sistent performers until recently, so their latest marks 
await confirmation. 

Eurovean pole vaulte_s are gathering momentum. As ‘ 
of today no less than seventeen men have vaulted 13'1"1/2 
(4.00 mtrs.) or higher.- 

Emmanuel McDonald-Bailey and Arthur Wint were as 
usual "tops" in the short distances. The Trinidad speedster 
ran 100y in 9.53 and 220y (turn) in 21.0 on June 5 at Cam 
bridge. Unfortunately there was a negligible drop (about 
10"), so the mark may not be passed as a new British "all- 
comers' record". Bailey accomplished his performance on a 
course with a 90° turn. 

Vint ran the 400m in 47.3 at Amsterdam, June 3, beat- 
ing Harry de Kroon of Holland, who turned in a good 48.1. 
Derek Pugh, the European champion, is approaching his 1950 
form, as his recent 48.0m indicates, but Germany may come 
up with even faster quartermilers this year. Karl-Friedrich 
Haas ran a sensational 47.7 in a "solo race" at Nuremberg 
on June 3. : 

Patrick El Mabrouk, a French miler, and John Parlett, 
a British halfmiler, have made successful inroads upon 
each other's field. The Frenchman did 1:51.4 for 800m at 
the Jean-Bouin Stadium, Paris, June 3. The Englishman 
ran the mile in 4:11.2 at Motspur Park, London, the day 
before, after winning his heat in 4:17.6. A week earlier, 
namely at Jean-Bouin on May 27, they had met in a mile 
race, won by El Mabrouk in 4:08.6 from Parlett (4:09.2) 
and Kaare Vefling of Norway (4:13.8). 4s Jest Coast fans 
may remember, Vefling competed for the San Francisco 
Olympic Club last year. 

Gaston Reiff seems "ready" for greater things, while 
ZAtopek began to look like the real champion he is only 
on June 2, when he negotiated 3,000m in 8:17.6. 








Wizards of the Middle Distances 


TRACK TALK 


by Cordner Nelson 

I was tremendously impressed by three "new" ath- 
letes in our national meets. I'll go so far as to predict 
1952 Olympic championships for two of them — Golliday and 
Hall — but the one I'm still raving about, because he was 
such a complete surprise, is Wes Santee, an 18-year-old 
Kansas freshman. Santee knocked 18 seconds off the junior 
AAU 5000 meter record, and then insisted on running in the 
senior 5000 the next day, when even Zatopek says he needs 48 
hours to recover. Santee not only ran; he tackled the two 
best American college two-milers and beat them both (for 2d) 
in the good time of 14:52.4. (Only Haegg, Rice,W&it &:Stone 
have won AAU races in faster time, A tall, hard-training 
farm boy, Santee has a naturally short stride something like 
the economical European style. This year in postal meets 
he ran 9:21.6 for two miles. (Also 52.5, 1:57.8, and 4:2393 
The only American I know of to be compared with Santee was 
Lou Zamperini, who ran 14:46.8 in the 1936 Olympics at the 
age of 19. I consider Santee a better distance prospect 
because he obviously loves distance running, while Zamperini 
wasted his talents on the mile. Santee is now as good at 
18 years as Zatopek was at 235, and he may stay ahead of the 
amazing Czech. Santee will be a hard man to keep off the 
Olympic team next year, and he could be a champion in 1956— 
if he retains his enthusiasm. 

PROGNOSTICATOR'S CLUB. Grand champion for this 
year is Rober more o allejo, California, who out- 
predicted all the experts in both the NCAA and AAU meets. 
Gilmore picked nine winners in the NCAA and 14 in the AAU. 

COACH OF THE YEAR.. I'm afraid I must nominate 
Jess Mortensen of the NCAA champion USC Trojans as "Coach 
of the year". I'm afraid, because someone may accuse me of 
favoritism. "Mort" has been a favorite of mine for over 20 
years. At that time he was one of the greatest all-round 
athletes of all time, starring in football and basketball as 
well as track. He was 1929 AAU and NCAA champion in the 
javelin, setting an AAU record of 204'11.7". In 1931 he 
broke the official world's record for the decathlon scoring 
7289 points under the present system. He missed the 1932 
Olympics because he was declared a professional for coaching 
at Riverside (Calif.) JC. There he coached Clyde Jeffrey 
and a 1:25.6 880 relay team. After the war he coached a 
championship team at Denver, then spent a year at Army be- 
fore being called to USC last spring. This year, Mort de- 
veloped most of his prima donnas to their best-ever perform- 
ances, for which he deserves recognition.

There were no startling performances in the halfmile 
Caring the 1935 season. Ben Eastman, then 23, apparently had 
nothing to shoot for, after his great season of the year 
before. In addition, his job took up most of his time, so he 
decided to wait till 1936 and the Berlin Olympics before try- 
ing again seriously. Glenn Cunningham won the Missouri Val- 
ley AAU 800 meter title in 1:52.2 on June 8, but in the 





weeks subsequent to that meet he concentrated on the mile, 
no doubt his favorite distance. Luigi Beccali of Italy did 


absolutely no running at 800m in 1935. As a résult, three 
of the world's greatest halfmilers were not to be taken into 
account that year. 

The first important "clash" occurred at Los Angeles on 
June 15, when Ohio State, paced by the incomparable Jesse

Fresno State College, who had given a good account of him 
self also in 1934, with a 1:53.1 halfmile time. On June 22 
at Edwards Stadium, Berkeley, Robinson won the NCAA 880y 
crown, defeating Ross Bush and Northwestern's Jack Fleming 
in that order. Times -- 1:52.9, 1:53.0, 1:53.6. Robinson 
easily "repeated" in the AAU meet at Lincoln, Neb., on July 
4, winning the 800 meters in 1:53.1 from Wolff, Waldo Sweet 
of the NYAC and.Howie Borck, the Junior Champion, 

Outstanding in interscholastic competition was a Conn- 
ellsville, Pa., schoolboy -- one John Youie Woodruff. The 
long-striding Woodruff knew nothing about the finer points 
of running, yet he ran 800 meters in 1:55.1 in the Allegh- 
eny Mountain AAU meet on June 15 and later placed second 
to Howie Borck in the Junior Nationals. 

After the AAU meet Elroy Robinson was sent on his first 
trip to Europe. In his debut on the continent he posted the 
year's fastest 800m mark. This was at Helsinki, Finland, on 
July 25- Ossi Teileri of Finland assumed the van early in 
the race and clocked 54.2 at the 400m post. Yet the race 
was Robinson's all the way after he decided to forge ahead. 
He was timed in 1:51.4 and Teileri was second in 1:53.8. 
The Finns usually have a most exacting schedule throughout 
their track season, often competing up to three or four 
times a week. And they try hard in most of the meets they 
happen to compete in. Teileri, like many of his countrymen, 
was a die-hard. At Tampere on July 31 Robinson ran 800m in 
1:52.62, with Teileri a close second at 1:52.5, thus setting 
a new Finnish record. The Finn was out for revenge though 


and finally beat Robinson, namely on Aug. 12 at Hameenlinna 


the best German halfmilers in the Finland vs. Germany dual 
meet at Helsinki, clocking 1:52.8. 

There were two other American teams touring Europe at 
the time. On July 24 Gene Venzke, one of America's leading 
milers, met Kazimierz Kucharski of Poland and Eric Ny of 
Sweden at Stockholm. Venzke had run the 800m in 1:53.0 in 
the Heptagonal Games. Just for a change, Ny was to try for 
a@ new world record, so he went into the lead from the gun 
and it looked as though he never would be headed. 300m from 
the tape he was well in the lead (his 400m time had been a 
fast 52.8), but then Kucharski, a Warsaw clerk with a 
mustache as well as plenty of competitive fire, started to 
draw up on Ny and Venzke. The Pole passed the American and 
in the stretch he finally reached Ny. Gathering speed al- 
most incredibly Kucharski flashed past the Swede to win as 
he pleased. Venzke came up with a closing rush to take se- 
cond, while Ny was a tired and disapraimting third. Times - 
1:51.6, 1:52.5 and 1:53.5. 

At Berlin on Sept. 1 in the course of a pentagonal 
meet (Germany-Sweden-Hungary-Italy-Japan) Mario Lanzi, It- 
aly's rising star, was clocked in 1:52.2 in winning the 
800m event from Wennberg of Sweden and Lang of Germany.The 
Italian had posted a 1:52.5 earlier in the season, on June 
9 at Milan. 

On Sept. 8 in the triangular meet Sweden vs. Hungary vs. 
Norway at Stockholm, Hjalmar Johannessen of Norway easily 
outsprinted Eric Ny and the European champion Miklés Szabé, 
setting a new Norwegian record of 1:52.1. Ny and Szabo were 
timed in 1:53.7 and 1:54.8 respectively. 

The list of prominent halfimilers of 1935 would not be 
complete without the name of the British champion, J.C.Sto- 
thard, who won most of the races he competed in, notably 
including the World Student Games 800m event in Budapest, 
and had several marks in the range 1:53/1:54, even though 
he was never fully extended. ; 

On the eve of the Olympic year no one appeared to 
dominate the field in such a way as to be considered an 
almost "sure thing" for the Gold Medal in the 800m event at

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Early American Sprinters 111, --srtmr durtey

The cinder season of 1899 introduced a Boston school 
boy who was destined to become the first amateur to run 100 
yards in 9.6 seconds. His name was Art Duffey and he brought 
with him the reputation of being the first prep athlete to 
run the 100 in ten flat. 

At the AAU meet of 1899 the five-foot-seven-inch 
school boy ran his heat in 9 4/5, and beat all the best men 
in the finals. Among those he beat that day and continued to 
trounce for several years, were Wefers, Kraenzlein, Twekes- 
bury, Harry Stevens, the Canadian champ, and Maxey Long. 

Duffey entered Georgetown U. and won the IC4A hundred 
in 1901, 1902 and 1903, and it was in the meet of 1902 that 
he became the first amateur to run 100 yards in 9.6 seconds. 

Here's what Duffey, now living in Arlington, Mass., 
has to say about that memorable day at the Berkeley Oval 
track in New York. 

"It was a hot May 3lst day, just the kind of day I 
wanted. Before the race I did not know how fast I would be 
able to run. I expected to do 9 4/5 and thought that would 
be fast enough to win, As a matter of fact there were at 
least three men who had done 9 4/5 before the race. (Note: 
actually there were four who had run 9,8 that season, Cad- 
ogan of California, Westney of Penn., Schick of Harvard, 
and Moulton of Yale.) Walter Christy from the University 
of California had a fellow named Cadogan who he claimed 
would do 9 3/5. I told him while going up on the train to 
the race that if he could run that fast he would win. I 
drew the Californian in my semi-final heat. He was leading 
me at 50 yards, but I poured on the steam in the last 50 
yards to win by 5 or 6 yards in 9 4/5. 

"Coming out for the final the track was all cut-up. 
In fact it was so badly dug-up at the start that it was 
almost impossible to get a firm footing. As we came to our 
marks I was not thinking of arv record, I only wanted to 
win. However, yo u can imagine my feelings when my back 
foot gave way as a result of the loose dirt. My heart al- 
most left me. I kept on and at 50 yards Schick and Cad- 
ogan were leading me by about a yard. I thought I was 
licked. Then I made one more thrust, like a drowning man 
grasping for a straw. I got up to Cadogan and Schick and I 
was so surprised that I gave it the works and passed them 
to win by a couple of yards. I must have run 150 yards be- 
fore I slowed down, Then as I returned to the finish line, 
I met a kid who had evidently stolen in, and I asked him 
who won. He said I did, “by a city block.' 

"I came back to the judges and they were debating 
about the time. Of the four watches on me, three were 9 3/5 
and the other was 9 2/5. You can imagine what the time 
would have been if I had starting blocks or a good start. 

I was practically left at the post. I said there it was 
possible to do 9.4, but they would not believe me." 

it is interesting to compare Duffey's version with 
that of an eye witness on this memorable day in 1902, 

"Schick was nearest the pole and Duffey, the third 
man from Schick, was next to the outside. “he start was a 
good one. Photographs show this. Both Schick and Duffey 
were shown getting off on the left foot, well balanced. If 

» Schick and Cadogan of California had a shade the 
better of Duffey. At Thirty yards Duffey had passed Cad- 
ogan, but Schick still led by a couple of feet. Between 
this point and the 75-yard mark Duffey overhauled him and 
went to the front. 

"Knowing Schick to be a remarkable finisher, Duffey 
strained all-out to the tape. EBvart J. Wendell ran up to 
congratulate Duffey on having succeeded in accomplishing 
what was believed impossible--reducing the 9 4/5 still an- 
other fifth of a second." 

Toward the end of his sparkling career Duffey was 
professionalized by the A.A.U. He was charged with having 
accepted money to manage a Madison Square Garden athletic 
show then being held by Bernarr MacFadden, and for having 
written a book on "How to Sprint." 

"In reality," declared Charles Paddock, "the reason 
that Duffey was professionalized and never restored to 
amateur standing, even though the rules say that a man may 
regain his amateur status after 5 years, was that he deeply 
offended the founder of the A.A.U., James E. Sullivan, 

"Duffey had his shoes made by an old lish cobbler, 
Sullivan waa closey associated with the A.G. Spaulding Co., 
and he gave out the story that Duffey used Spaulding shoes 
in all of his races. Duffey vigorously denied the statement 
and being so much under the displeasure of Sullivan and his 
cohorts he was never allowed to run in amateur competition 
again. 
The slender built Duffey toured England as an amateur 
and a professional. He won the British A.A.A. championships 
four consecutive years, 1900 to 1905. Some of his marks that

were the fastest on record in his day were the following: 
Thirty-five yards, 4 sec, made in Baltimore in 1903; 

40 yards, 4 3/5, made as & school boy; 50 yards, 5 sec flat, 

made at Washington, D.C., in 1901; 60 yards, 6 1/5 sec, 

made on dirt with rubber-soled shoes; 75 yards, 7 2/5 sec, 

made on grass in Auckland, N.Z., in 1905; 100 yards in 9.6; 

od oe yards, 11 2/5 sec, established on turf in Stowbridge 


Duffey also ran 9 1/5(9.2)on two different occasions. 
He accomplished this at Abergavenny, Wales on a course re- 
puted to be "slightly" downhill; and he did it again at 
Barrow in Furness, England with the wind at his back. At 
Leeds, England he became the first man to run 100 yards in 
9 4/5 on grass,
